It is in 
the home that the children learn their responsibilities to God and in 
this responsibility their duty to others. 

The encouraging of Religious Family Practices in the home should 
give the antidote for secularism that has invaded some modern homes. 
Examples of practices encouraged are the following: 

1) The parental blessing—parents blessing their children when 
they retire for the night or leave the home. 

2) Prayers and devotions in common within the family circle. 

3) Celebration of patron saints’ days, baptismal arid wedding 
anniversaries, and the like, in the home. 

4) Enthronement of the Sacred Heart in the home. 

5) Periodically the family should receive Holy Communion as a 
family group. This devotion could easily be coupled with the attend- 
ance at Holy Mass in a family group. 

6) Family Retreats—It is customary in the Church for religious 
to make an annual retreat. Not a few lay pe#ple are doing the same. 
The idea of the Family Retreat is that husbands and wives together 
be given the opportunity to renew their spiritual life through this 
medium. 4 

The retreat is an excellent medium for revitalizing the spiritual 
life of husband, wife and children.

Christ Into Christmas. May the suggestions mentioned above be in- 
strumental in keeping Christ there. May all enjoy a Happy New

REGULATIONS ON 


Fast and Abstinence - 


To foster the spirit of penance and re- 
poration for sin, to encourage self-denial 
and mortification, and to guide her children 
in the footsteps of Our Divine Savior, Holy 
Mother Church imposes by law the obser- 
vance of fast and abstinence. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Canon Law, os modified through the use 
of special faculties granted by the Holy 
See, we herewith publish the following 
regulations: 


FAST 

Everyone over 2! and under 59 years of 
age is bound to observe the law of fast 

On days of fast only one full meol is 
allowed Two other meotiess meals, suf- 
ficient to maintain strength, may be taken 
according to each one’s needs; but together 
they should not equal another full meol! 

Meat may be taken at the principal meal 
on a day of fast except on Fridays, Ash 
Wednesday and the Vigils of the Assump- 
tion ond Christmas 

The days of fast are the weekdays of 
Lent, Ember Days, the Vigils of Pentecost, 
the Assumption, All Saints and Christmas 

Eating between meals is not permitted, 
but liquids, including milk and fruit juices, 
ore gilowed. : 

When health or ability to work would be 
seriously affected, the low does not oblige. 
in doubt concerning fost or abstinence, « 
parish priest or contessor should be con- 
sulted.

Servicemen Set

One of the greatest problems 
facing us is literature. I never) 
thought such filth existed, though 
I heard stories to that effect, until 
I got to Idaho. The saddest part of 
it is that it is accessible even to 
children, among whom it can do 
most damage. The Cabrini Club 
wants to do something about it. 
That is why I wrote to Father Lord. 

At a meeting we, evaluated our 
strength and potential striking 
power. These are our findings. 
Financially we are weak and no 
competitor for the big business 
man who prints and sells such 
books and comics. Intellectually we 
have an edge. About 14 of our) 
members are college graduates and 
three of them have their Master’s 
Degree. Of these we are mostly 
sociology and nursing grads. About 
half of us have gone to Catholic 
Universities where we had the ad- 
vantages of philosophy. 

But where we have the greatest 
advantage is in our will to work to 
make Idaho a better place in which 
to live. I’m relatively new here and 
those of us who are in the service 
cannot do as much as the others, 
but we have seen them work all 
week and long to help out where- 
ever and however they can. We 
pitch in whenever we can. 

We have drawn up a very loose 
cog which we hope will develop 
nto a concrete plan after we have 
sought the advise of those who can 
help. This is why I’m writing. 


Briefly this is our plan: 


(1) Try to enlist the aid of the 
PTA, YWCA, and other such or- 
ganizations by: 

(a) contacting their leaders,

Saint Stephen, first man to die for 
his faith in Jesus Christ. 


Saint John the Evangelist, called 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved.” 
He was the only one of the Apos- 
tles who was not martyred, but he 
did spend a life time in labor for 
Christ, was plunged into a barrel 
burning oil, and finally was ex- 
iled for his faith. 

Finally, on this third day after 
Christmas, we have the feast of 
the Holy Innocents, the children 
who died because of Herod’s anger 
over the flight of Joseph and the 
Holy Family into Egypt. 3 
Frederick Holweck makes a 
beautiful comparison in the Cath- 
olic Encyclopedia. Saint Stephen 
died professing his faith (in other 
words he suffered martyrdom of 
love, will and blood.) John did 
not shed his blood, but suffered a 
martyrdom of love and will. The 
Holy Innocents, too young to have 
known Christ, suffered a martyr- 
dom of blood alone. Not only did 
they die for Christ, they died in 
His place. 


Matthew tells the story in his 
Gospel. Herod had heard of the 
birth of Jesus, and decided the 
Child should be killed. But Joseph 
was warned in a dream, ard took 
Mary and Jesus into Egypt, where 
they were safe. The Wise Men 
were a part of Herod’s plan, but 
they, too, were warned in a dream 
—and did not return to Herod’s 
palace with word of the Infant 
Redeemer.

This means that 
the convert must sacrifice his fam- 
ily ties, his career, and very often 
his fortune, (The martyrs them- 
selves see their holdings confis- 
cated, their families left destitute.) 


Now, as ever, the Church stands 
like Christ before His tormentors. 
She does not drill any troops nor

There can be no doubt that 
martyrdom has a peculiar force 
all ‘its own before God. It wins a 
blessed eternity for the martyr 
himself, but more than that it 
seems to draw down God’s blessing 
upon the Church.
